which the Diet cannot meddle with, © 
and according to Count Inouye, the 
acting Premier, these heads comprise 
$64,000,000 out of the total sum of 
$84,000,000. The Opposition in the 
Lower House has not been bound by 
| this, and many of the reductions it had 
| wade are impossible if the government 
j is to be carried on at all. According 
tothe Hiogo News: “They reduced the 
bill for oil for lighthouses without ever 
stopping to learn whether oil was or was 
not indispensable for lighthouses. ‘hey 
insisted on land re-assessment, and 
struck out of the Budget the item 
which was to cover the cost of the 
re-assessment scheme.” If there were 
merely a desire on the part of the Op- 
position for economy, and a similar 
desire on the part of the Government 
to meet the wishes of the Diet as far as 
is compatible with the proper conduct 
of the business of the country, the 
differences might be settled by an 
amicable parley, but both sides were 
too obstinate for the compromise that 
might have been effected, and there 
was an absolute deadlock. Mr. Kono 
| offered the Government the alternatives 
that were offered to President Mac- 
mahon, submission or resignation, He 
added a third solution of the difficulty, 
the dissolution of the Diet. There 
is one other way out of the difficult; 
| for the Government to pay no far 
ther attention to the Lower House's 
objections, withdrawing the Budget and 
| allowing that for last year to take its 
| place. Last year a Dissolution was tried 
‘unsuccessfully and the Budget for the 
j year before liad fivally to be adopted 
| again ; it will now, it would seem, have 
| to do a third time. 

| But. though the Budget difficulty 
may be got over by this expedient, the 
violent opposition of the majority in 
| the Lower House remains, and until it is 
pacified no useful business will be done, 

of Japan, as we have 

| mentioned before, goes too far or not 
far enough. It gives the country 
representative institutions, but as it 
) withdraws from the Representatives the 
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control of three-fourths of the Budget 
and the appointment of the Cabinet, 
it does not go far enough for the 
awakened aspirations of the country. 
"The majority of the people, if their 
Representatives really express their 
desires, want to get tid of the clan 
government which has drawn the Minis- 
ters from two or three prominent clans 
only ever since the Restoration, and to 
have a party government with Ministers 
liable to be dismissed as soon as they 
have lost: the confidence of the parlia- 
mentary majority. As the Constitu- 
tion, however, makes the Ministers the 
servants of, and only responsible to, 
the Emperor, party government, unless 
the Emperor should concede it, is 
inaccessible. According to the Japan 
Mail, the action of the majority in 
the Lower House is nothing less than 
treasonable. It says in its leading 
article on the 20th instant of those 
whom it calls “ the political agitators:” 
—*It is true that their recalcitrance 
involves direct rebellion against the 
Constitution. Nevertheless, they have 
rebelled, and that is the fact which 
ought to be distinctly recognised above 
all others in the present complication. 
The Opposition’s fight is made nominal- 
ly against. the Government, but in 
reality against the Constitution under 
which the Government is organised and 
in accordance with which the Cabinet 
is acting. ‘They are fighting to deprive 
the Crown of the financial control 
guaranteed to it by the Constitution, 
and their method’ of fighting is to 
assume an attitude of contumelious 
disobedience to the Constitution. Legis- 
lative assemblies, being the represeuta- 
tives of popular sway, have everywhere 
shown a disposition to encroach upon 
the privileges reserved to autocracy. 
But when a legislative assembly eu- 
deavours to invalidate a law by openly 
violating it, we are confronted by a form 
of agitation to which historians have 
agreed to give the name of treason.” 
“reason” and “Rebellion” are 
ugly words, and we must remember that 
it is the organ of the Japanese Govern- 
ment that is using them. ‘I'he fight is 
complicated by the fact that, as is 
very credibly reported, Counts Ito and 
Tnouye, the twin founders of the Consti- 
tution, are at variance as to the course 
to be taken. Count Ito, who has kept 
out of the way ever since his jinricsha 
accident, is said to be in favour of an 
arrangement with the Opposition, while 
Count Inouye, the acting Premier, is 
for resistance. The country people, we 
are told, are now well informed enough 
to thoroughly understand - what the 
struggle is about, and to be de- 
termined to back up the Opposition to 
the bitter end. If, they hold, the Con- 
stitution is on the side of the Ministers, 
the Constitution must be revised. ‘The 
Government party would like to suspend 
the Constitution, but the solemn oath 
that the Emperor took when he promul- 
gated it, forbids this course. The 
struggle is an old one: it may be 
accommodated now, for the people could 
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not hope now to cucceed if it came 
to an actual contest with the forces 
wielded by the Government. But it 


will recur, and will no doubt end in an 
extension of the popular rights.

Fine 
weather at Shanghai; light” monsoon 
blowing over the coast.—23rd January, 
10 a.m.: Yesterday the centre of low 
pressures was still over the north of Japan ; 
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the barometer remained steady at about the 
normal height over the coast of China, 
‘This morning it is falling markedly at 
Shanghai. Weather uncertain ; continuation 
‘of moderate breezes over the coast.—24th 
January, 10a.m.; Yesterday whilst the baro- 
meter rosea little over Japan, it fell decidedy 
upon the whole coast of China, principally 
at Shanghai, A large centre of depression 
from the §.W. will probably pass a little 
to the S. of Shanghai. The weather will 
probably continue rainy. Upon the N. 
const moderate N.E. wind ; upon the S. 
Coast, light variable breezes. —25ch January, 
10 am. : Since yesterday afternoon the 
barometer has risen fairly Fapidly at Shang- 
hai, to nearly normal height. ‘The centre 
of depression reported yesterday has passed 
to the 8. of Shanghai, towards the N. of 
Formosa, and is directed towards the E. 
‘The rise of the barometer does not appear 
to be strong, Upon the S. coast moderate 
mongoon from the N.K.—26ch January, 
10 a.m.: Since yesterday afternoon the 
barometer hws again fallen, notably at 
Shanghai, A second depression from the 
W, will probably pass to the N. of Shang- 
hai, At Shanghai cainy weather probable;

‘They could be improved very 
eusily so as to double the quantity of cloth 
produced ; but the great ubject in China 
is to furnish employment to as many 
persons as possible and not to cheapen 
products, A mill having steam-power and 
running scores of looms would not be al- 
Jowed introduction in this city or province. 
‘They do not want, and will not have any 
Inbour-saving machines. As an evidence 
of this, I may state that in all the city of 
Foochow, with its million of inhabitants, 
there is not a single pump or windlass in 
use in getting water from their wells, bat 
all water is drawn up by @ small pail at 
the end of @ rope, just as was done in the 
days of Abraham, and if a Puinp was forced 
upon them it would not be used. 

“Tam continually in receipt of circulars 
and letters from manufacturers of simple 
and useful things at home, asking if there 
is any market for such articles in this 
country, and am sorry that I am forced to 
reply that th Although nearly 
all the people use flint and steel in-kindling 
fires, some matches of German and Japanese 
manufacture are being sold, but not one 
person in w thousand will resort to their 
use.

He recommends, however, that the pay- 
ment of small sums in gold should not 
made obligatory as it might not always be 
easy for the public to procure soverei;

THE PROTEST OF THE 
UNOFFICIAL MEMBERS At 
HONGKONG. 

24th Jan. 

We have received from Hongkong a 
copy of the “ Protest of Unofficial Mem- 
bers of the Legislative Council against 
alarming inerease in cost of Administra 
tion and with reference to their position 
and treatment in the Council.” It was 
laid on the table of the Council for 
record in the minutes, is dated the 
13th of December last, aud sigued by 
Mr. C. P. Chater, Dr, Ho Kai, Mr. 't! 
H. Whitehead, and Mr. E. R. Beli 
It is accompanied by a letter of explana- 
tion dated the 12th instant addressed 
to the Marquis of Ripon, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, and bearing the 
additional siguature of Mr. J. J. Bell- 
Irving. 

In this letter the unofficial members 
ask Lord Ripon to give effect to their 
protest and advise the Queen to refuse 
her assent to the Appropriation Ordin- 
ance for 1893. hey point out that in 
the Finance Committee the unofficial 
amembers were in a majority, and they 
decided to lower the salaries of the 
principal civil servants of the Colony to 
the scale in force in 1890; that in the 
Committee of Council the official mem- 
bers were in a majority, and accordingly 
the salaries in question were restored to 
the scale in force in 1891 and 1892, and 
in this shape the Ordinance was passed, 
assented to by the Governor iu the name 
and on behalf the Queen, and published 
in the Hongkong Government Gazette, 
‘The unoflicial members submit that the 
votes on this ordinance of the official 
members— each of whom was directly 
and personally interested from a pect 
niary point of view in the rejection of 
the amendments proposed and supported 
unanimously by the unoficial members 
for reduction of salaries generally” —| 
were illegal and void, and that the!

High officials should be 
so paid as to be able to mix on 
equal terms in the best society of the 
cotony; and for this purpose, when 
everything is “ booming” and everybody 
is spending money freely, their salaries 
must be raised. ‘They have to pay 
more for rents and other necessaries 
and amenities of life when money is 
plentiful all round them. But in times 
of depression and actual hardship— 
the present condition of Hongkoug— 
their expenses are reduced, and they 
are relatively just as well off with 
smaller salaries. It will he for Lord 
Ripon to decide whether the official 
members were in the wrong or not in 
voting high salaries to themselves ; it 
would certainly have looked better if 
they had gracefully accepted the unofii- 
cial members’ amendments, and assimi- 
Jated their lot to some extent with the 
colony which employs them, especially 
as they were distinctly told that the 
evhancement of their salaries in 1891 
was orly temporary, and subject to 
revision. 





THE MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 

25th Jan. 
In our brief remarks on the then com- 
ing Municipal election on the 16th 
instant, we said that it was probable that 
of the fourteen candidates for the nine 
seats, the five members of the expir- 
ing Conneil would be re-elected, with 
Messrs. Beurmann and Macgregor, but 
we did not venture to pick out from 
the. remaining seven candidates the 
two still required. Our prognostica- 
tion has failed in only one name, for 
Messrs. Jansen, Moses, Purdon, and 
Scott of the expiring Council have been 
re-elected, with Messrs. Beurmann and 
Macgregor, the other new members be- 
ing Messrs, Anderson, Cooper, and 
Welch. ‘The exact numbers of votes 
will be found recorded in another 
column. It will be generally conceded 
that a representative and eficient Coun- 
cil has been chosen; nor have the 
candidates below the line any reason 
to be dissatisfied, for there is hardly 
one of them whom the public would 
not almost as gladly have seen above 
it. Their opportunity to serve is ouly 
postponed. 

‘The election tothe Chairmanship of 
the Council is in the hands of the 
members themselves, not directly in 
those of the public ; but when the time 
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for choice comes, the councillors will 
probably recognise the strong indication 
of their wishes which the electors have 
given by placing Mr. Macgregor at. the 
head of the poll by so marked a 
majority. It is only reasonable that a 
community so preponderatingly British 
as this is should prefer that the Chair- 
man of the Council should be a British 
subject, particularly in the year which 
will see the celebration of the jubilee of 
Shanghai, whose opening to foreign 
trade was exclusively secured by British 
arms. ‘There is no international jea- 
lousy in this, but it is a pertectly 
natural feeling. 





THE HUPAO ON LIKIN 
EXACTIONS. 
26th Jan. 
Ir is always satisfactory to see the 
vernacular papers discussing in a liberal 
way matters affecting the administration 
of the empire. The Hupao under its 
present management is read in a large 
number of the yaméns throughout the 
eighteen provinces, and no doubt some 
useful consideration will be given to its 
leading article on Saturday last, advo- 
cating the gradual abolition of the so- 
called lichia stations, which it boldly 
declares—the fact being only too well 
known—are a great source of oppression 
to the people. ‘The article begins in 
the most approved form by reviewing 
the history of the establishment of these 
offices for the collection of revenue. 
Their establishment, it reminds its 
readers, dates back to the time of the 
Taiping rebellion, when the government 
had an acute struggle for existence, 
and every possible source from which 
funds could be derived had to be utilised 
to enable it to carry on the war against 
the rebel Wangs and their followers. 
The likin then was essentially a war tax, 
and should have been abolished when 
the rebellion was put down, and it is a 
piece of irony that the British, by whose 
aid the rebellion was finally suppressed, 
should be the chief sufferers from 
this tax. But blessed as we still are 
with the income tax which was equally 
originally a temporary impost, but 
which no Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has been able, if willing, to remove, we 
are not in a position to twit the Chinese 
with continuing permanently a tax 
which was intended when instituted to 
be only temporary. After the restora- 
tion of peace, says the Hupao, the likin 
stations were not abolished, as was 
expected or perhaps more accurately 
hoped, but on the contrary they con- 
stantly increased in number, while the 
regulations they enforced were made 
constantly more irksome and oppressive 
to traders. ‘The oppression exercised 
leads, as is nearly always the case, to the 
demoralisation of its victims, who have to 
resort to all kinds of artifices to evade the 
regulations as much as possible, “and 
some of the more influential ones pass 
their goods through in foreiguers’ names, 
by which means the tax they have to 
pay is reduced.” Herein lies, we may 








remark in a parenthesis, one of the 
objections the officials have to the ex- 
tension of foreign influence in the in- 
terior. As an illustration of the injury 
donetothe people by theexistenceof these 
likin stations, the Hupao mentions a 
memorial to the Throne by H.E. ‘ling, 
when he was Governor of this province, 
in which he characterised the exactions 
of the likin officials as being worse than 
the extortions and robberies of thieves 
and bandits. We have often pointed 
out how plainspoken high officials 
often are in their memorials to the 
‘Throne, and how the reformer who 
would attack the whole official system 
in China will find © complete armoury 
ready to his hand in the Peking Gazette. 
‘The arms may be “old and rusty,” like 
those offered to Geraint by Enid’s 
father, but there are plenty of them. 
The Hupao goes on to describe some 
of the various and innumerable ways 
in which exactions are practised at the 
likin’ stations, and the success of which 
paves the way of the petty officials to 
rauk and fortune. ‘he writer then 
holds up as an example to be imitated 
the system on which the collection of 
customs is managed in foreign countries, 
and points with sincere approval at 
the way in which the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs is conducted in China, 
whose methods, it says, are acknowledged 
by all the native traders to be entirely 
admirable. 

‘As a remedy to the evils of the 
present system the Hupao suggests— 
while not going as far as to propose the 
impracticable step of abolishing likin 
altogether—that the small likin stations 
should be abolished, and in place of a 
number of small offices there should be 
—we presume in each province or per- 
haps prefecture—one general office 
where through passes should be issued, 
so that traders might be freed from the 
everlasting persecution of having to pay 
duty at every little station on the route 
their goods aretaking. In fact,the Zupao 
would have the system now applied to 
opium and to foreign-owned cargo 
under transit pass, extended to cargo of 
all kinds. This would undoubtedly be a 
great amelioration as far as the trader 
is concerned, and a great gain to the 
revenue, for the smaller the sums in 
which a certain amount of likin is 
collected, the more sticks to the fingers 
of the collectors and the less reaches 
the treasury. While again, the smaller 
and more numerous these sums, the 
more opportunities there are to squeeze 
the payers of likin, and these are 
opportunities which ‘are rarely neg- 
lected. The country as well as the 
people, the writer adds, would be 
benefitted if this reform could be 
effected, and the high officials, who 
know the injuries that are wrought 
by the present system, should devote 
themselves to effecting it, Any literary 
essay in Chinese must be fortified by 
at least one pertinent quotation from 
the classics, and a Chinese journalist of 
any position must conform to this rule ; 





so the writer recalls that “when the 
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people is rich, the King will also be 
tich;” now the people are suffering, 
with their resources exhausted by il- 
legitimate exactions, and the rulers 
should institute reforms. The difficulty 
lies, the Zupao says, in the unwillingness 
of the high mandarins to introduce mea~ 
sures of reform ; they are tied down by 
their disposition to stand on the ancient 
ways, while, unless the high officials 
lead the way, the subordinates can take 
no step. It is, however, probably, ‘not 
mere conservatism that preveuts the 
high officials introducing this reform, 
for after all the likin system has not 
the sanction of antiquity. It is a want 
of conrage to deal with the mass of 
underlings who would be thrown out 
of employment by the abolition of the 
likin stations. They have friends in 
every yamén, they cannot dig and do 
not want to have to beg, and they, if 
thrown upon the world, would become 
a menace to the peace of the people, 
and to the comfort of the mandarins 
from the highest to the lowest. 








THE GERMAN EMPEROR'S 

BIRTHDAY. 
27th Jan. 
Wuuert IL, German Emperor and 
King of Prussia, enters to-day on his 
thirty-fifth year, and on the 15th of 
Tune next ‘on the sixth year of his 
reign. In former notices of the Kaiser’s 
birthday we have dwelt on the com- 
pleteness with which in the first year 
or two of his reign he falsified the ‘pre- 
ditions that had been made of his fail- 
ure ; and we may consider this morning 
whether be has still succeeded in main- 
taining his own reputation and the 
prestige of his country ; whether he has 
strengthened or weakened the stability 
of the throne. he imperial throne is 
supposed to date from Christmas Day 
in the year 800, when Charlemague was 
crowned Kaiser at Rome. There were 
interregna between 1254 and 1273 
and aguin between 1378 and 1438, and 
in 1806 the empire was overthrown by 
Napoleon. It was re-established at 
Versailles, but with Austria excluded, 
in 1871, and is now hereditary ‘in the 
House of Hohenzollern, On the 10th 
of January, 1701, nine hundred years 
and less than a month after the crowning 
of Charlemagne, Friedrich I, the son of 
the “Great Elector,” crowned himself 
the first King of Prussia at Kinigsberg. 
Wilhelm II is the ninth King of 
Prussia and the fifty-second German 
Emperor. He is still a youug man to fill 
such onerous positions: he hasfilled them 
much better than the world generally 
expected. Is he filling them as well as 
possible ? 

‘The answer of the impartial observer 
‘vould probably be that it might have 
been better if the Emperor Frederick 
hiad lived. for fifteen or twenty years 
longer and allowed his son to gain more 
knowledge and experience of the world 
before having such a weight placed 
on his shoulders ; but that fate hav- 

- ing.imposed that weight on these young 





shoulders, it had on the whole being 
nobly borne. Called to power before 
he was thirty, Wilhelm II determined 
to govern as well as reign, and he has 
succeeded for the last three years not 
only without the aid, but often in spite 
of the open or veiled opposition and 
acrid criticism of Prince Bismarck ; and 
in the contest between them, full as he 
may be of the hot blood of youth, he 
has shown more reserve and dignity 
that the favourite Minister of his grand- 
father. There is indeed a feeling in 
Germany which it would be hard to 
trace to any particular source, that 
Wilhelm II is not so popular as he was, 
and that the authority of and respect 
for the Throne are weaker than they 
were. We doubt, however, if the Kaiser 
is responsible for this, if indeed there 
is any weight in it; it is probably 
nothing more than the passage of the 
wave of unrest and discontent with 
existing institutions that is agitating 
the whole of Europe. Germany has 
made no step backward during this 
Kaiser's reign, nor has any nation 
made farther sure advances. With 
bitter enemies on either side of her 
she is as strong and as united as 
she was twenty years ago. She rose 
so high in 1871 that in the hands of 
a lesser man than her Kaiser she might 
easily have fallen back ; but uo one 
can show wherein she has not main- 
tained her position. She does not hold 
such a preponderating place in theCoun- 
cils of Birope, because France has made 
such a wonderful recovery, but Wilhelm 
II is not to be blamed for this; the 
stronger France feels herself, the more 
she has to lose by another war, the less 
likely she is to be tempted into again 
breaising the peace of Europe. 

It may be urged that the internal 
condition of Germany leaves much to 
be desired at the present moment ; but 
this is true of almost every European 
nation. ‘The agricultural party in Eng- 
land thinks that its sufferings are due 
to free trade, and protection does not 
prevent the same sufferings in Germany. 
It is no easy task to govern with a par- 
linment so divided as the Reichstag is, 
with an ex-Minister so powerful and 
popular as Prince Bismarck acting the 
part of the too candid friend when he 
1s not the open enemy. A party is 
forming itself behind the Priuce, accord- 
ing to the Berlin correspondent of the 
Times, which “has grown ont of the 
triumphant progress of Prince Bismarck 
last summer through Munich, Kissingen, 
and Jena, The party will consist of 
Bismarckian enthusiasts. Its programme 
will favour bimetallism, anti-Semitism, 
and a progressive colonial policy ; in 
short, consistent opposition all along 
the line to the Emperor.” No one can 
care to see the old Pilot of the German 
Ship of State taking charge of a new 
ship constructed of such materials as 
these. Unfortunately the largest in- 
dividual party in the Reichstag is the 
Centre or Ultramontane, whose main 
object is the complete revocation of the 
May Laws and the recall of the Jesuits, 

















This is the price for which they will 
support the Emperor ; and the offer of 
this price would drive all the Liberals 
and the Free Conservatives into the 
arms of the Bismarckians. Year by 
year while these parties, all monarchical, 
are fighting, the Social Democrats are 
gaining in strength, and they thrive 
under repression. As long as Ger- 
many remains liable to sudden attack 
from France on one side and Russia on 
the other, the pressure will hold the 
empire together. How long this pres- 
sure will last no one can tell; for France 
is longing for victory quite as much as 
for her provinces, and will therefore 
make no compromise ; and ouly a revo- 
lution in Russia would divert the dread 
and hatred which the ‘Slavs have of 
the Germans. “A motive power exists 
in Russia,” says the Spectator, “beyond 
the reach of diplomatists, and beyond 
conciliation by any bribe, which may at 
any moment throw upon the Germans 
an organised race of brave white men, 
twice as numerous as themselves. This 
is a part of the situation which insular 
Englishmen are apt to forget, and 
which should be considered when we 
condemn the Germans for allowing their 
institutions to remain so penetrated 
with the military spirit.” When we 
feel inclined to think of the Kaiser as 
being too autocratic, we must remem- 
ber that he is the Commander-in-chief 
of a nation in arms as well as its King; 
and if we can abstract ourselves suffi- 
ciently to take the clear view which the 
historian of the future will take, we 
shall agree that it would be an ungrate- 
ful country that would not be satisfied 
with so good a ruler, taking him for all 
in all, as Wilhelm IL. 








THE ENGLISH MAIL PAPERS. 
Ir it is true that all classes of society, from 
Princes down, were in the hubit of risking 
their shillings in Missing Word Competi- 
tions, the issue of the prosecntion of the 
proprietor and printers of Pick-e-Up must 
have been the most important topic of the 
week ending the 16th of December, Sir 
John Bridge found that the so-called com- 
petition was technically n “lottery,” aud 
fined the acoused one shilling, all the news- 
papers which did not try to increase their 
circulation by this somewhat illegitimate 
means agreeing that the magistrate’s was a 
common-sense decision, The Daily News 

“Now it is impossible for any one 
who has given even the most cursory ex- 
amination to the facts of the case to believe 

it ikely to succeed in 

proportion to the cleverness or literary 
taste which he displays ; it is not the fitness 
ppropriateness of the missing word 
hh has caused it to be selected by 
editor, but solely an accidental and 
itrary choice. ‘The conclu: 

obvicus that we have in 
what is neither more nor less than a lot- 
.”” Punch makes this craze the 
inting out, howe 
poem how badly mis- 
ture is in thinking. that 
issing word which 
will retrieve her fortunes, The Standerd 
writes forcibly on one aspect of the 
matter 

Tt is quite as much to the demoralisati 
the newspapers as to that of ‘their 
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who cares for the English Press—on the 
whole, the best, the soundest, the most res- 
pectable Press in the world—can regard thes 
legitimate devices for attracting attenti 
with anything but distrust. A newspaper is 
not, or at least ought not to be, an instru- 
ment for speculation, a substitute for the 
race-meeting and the bucket-shop, or a ma- 
chine for enabling persons to bay chances 
in a lottery; it should not require to make 
itself a travelling insurance office, or a means 
of distributing prizes in contests of real skill 
and ability. "That is not its business. It is 
ostensibly a medium of news, information, 
and entertainment conveyed’ through the 
medium of printed matter. Those are its 
proper funetions and it shoutd stick to them, 
spectable newspapers endeavour to extend 
their influence, and add to their profits and 
power, by supplying the news, the informa- 
tion, ‘and the literary or pictorial matter 
likely to attract the largest number of sub- 
scribers. To bribe persons to read the paper 
by holding out the hope that they may gain 
something else, by way of bonus, is not legi- 
timate trade;'it is—to put it plainly—a 
species of quackery, akin to that of the 
advertising grocer who “ gives away ” a china 
sugar basin with a pound of tea, or the cut- 
ting draper who offers a picture book to the 
buyer of a few yards of calico, The prudent 
nurchaser fights shy of that kind of grocer or 
raper ; he mistrusts the quality of the tea 
and exlico in whose intrinsic merits the ven- 
dars themselves have so little confidence that 
they have to offer a superiluous inducement 
te buyers, So iti with the newspapers to 
which we refer. Tho journals which have 
obtained the largest. and steadiest hold, even 
upon the least educated classes, have never 
tired to attract avtention in this doubtful 
fashion. ‘They rely upon the genuine popula- 
rity of the journalistic matter they supply, 
and find this recommendation sufficient, 
Thove conductors of newspapers who do not 
venture to meet their rivals without making 
adventitious appeals to the eupidity of their 
readers must surely be haunted by a con- 
sclouness of their own weakness in thoir legi- 
timate field, ‘The editor whose chief ovcupa- 
tion is that of managing a sort of fancy 
bazwar, or lucky-bag, can hardly devote the 
fullest’ share of his time and energy to his 
professional duties, which must be exactin, 
enough in any case, In the best interests oi 
the popular Press, it is to be hoped that 
yesterday's decision at Bow Street will bring 
ack journalists and newspaper proprietors 
to their proper functions of purveyors of news 
aud literature, and will keep them from turn- 
ing themselves into the disereditable set of 
touts, tipsters, and cheap-jacks which some 
of them seein only too anxious to become. 






































It is only fair to suppose that the proprie- 
tor of the accused journal, who is now in 
the unfortunate position of having 480.000 
irritated patrons who see their confiscated 
shillings lying fruitless in the Bank of 
Englaud, did not imayine that his scheme 
was illegal, and he is therefore hardly sub- 
jeoted with justice to the severe remarks of 
the Daily Chronicle on the lightness of the 
sentence passed on him by Sir Jol 


























With great deliberation and a fine display 
of legal courtesy on both sides, the Bench 
and the Bar have decided between them 
that the ‘missing word competitions” are 
lotteries pure and simple. We hope we are 
committing no contempt in remarking that 
every ordinarily intelligent person knew this 
fs soon as they were started. Let that pass, 
however, for there is a more important point 
remaining, When the proprietor of the 
newspaper that was prosecuted is found guilty 
of largely increasing hia income by means of 
a lottery, what happens to him? Let not 
our readers laugh too much—bnt he was fined 
the sum of one shilling. He was found guilty 
of an offence for which he might have been 
mulcted in £100 on each occasion. A lottery 
is a gamble, and this particular form of gami- 
bling is the most deadly of all, as we pointed 
out mote than a week ago, hecanse it spreads 
the poison throughout a class that can have 
no access to the ordinary vehicles of the 
gambler. If the newspaper proprietor in 
question had been caught by the suburban 
policeman playing pitch-and-toss for half- 
eunies he would very likely have got sevea 
days, As he has only’ done & widespread and 








peculiaely pernicious injury to, society for 
wurposes of great private gain, he is fined— 
She shilling. Sir John Bridge must have had 
a belated idea of poetic justice in mind when 
he imposed a fine of exactly the coin necessary 
to frank one chance in the defendant's lottery. 
We cannot guess what the defendant's profits 
may have been through this most improper 
proceeding, but the question which will occur 
to the ordinary man is, Why not break the 
law in every doubtfol case like this if you can 
stand to win thousands of ponnds and lose a 
shilling? There is one word we should like 
to apply to this whole business—journalistic 
and legal—but we will leave our readers to 
guess it. It shall be our missing word of 
condemnation. Bat we have never seen au 
occasion that called more strongly for its 
employment. 

The sudden insanity of Me, William 
Watson, the poet whose ode on the death 
of Lord ‘Tennyson was the best of all the 
vast number submitted to the public, is 
most sympathetically commented on in the 
papers. Tho sudden recognition of his 
clsims to admiration, and the accomrany- 
ing grant of £200 from the Royal Fuud, 
unhinged his mind ; he had waited too long 
for the applause which he felt he deserved, 
He has written himself :— 

“ Bitter the task, year by inglorious year, 

Of suitor at the world’s reluctant car.” 

His suit was heard at last; but La joie 
fait peur. His mind has, however, it is 
‘said, been once befure shaken; and it is 
hoped that he will agaiu recover. ‘The 
Pall Matt Gazette snys : 

‘The news of Mr. William Watson's illness 
is as pitiful as news can be. With the 
Lacrime Musarum are mingled now those 
lacrime rerum that touch the mind with 
sorrow. 

Cut is the branch that might have grown 

full straight, 

And burned is Apollo's laurel bough. 
And we are all the poorer for the loss. We 
have lately criticised, not so much the man, 
as the general method by which grants wore 
given from the Royal Fund; and for the 
criticism we were taken pretty sinartly to task 
by Mr. Watson's friends, as though we had 
made a personal attack. Had but their 
ardent enthusiasm found for him not money 
but a little ease, the present trouble need not 
have fallen so’ sadly. With all our hearts 
we are sorry, but there is, we believe, no 
reason to be without hope. 

The appreciation of gold, the deprecia-

The speech of M. Tirard, the new French 
Minister of Finance, at the Brussels Qon- 
ference, shows how hopeless it is to expe 
that the Latin Union will be reconsti-

M. Tirard said the Conference could not 
arrive at any solution on the question unless 
the proposal formulated involved a complete 
change in the monetary requirements of the 
Great Powers. Under the special circum. 
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of bimetallism. for ‘monometallisti. Neither 
‘was there anything disquieting in the position 
ofF-ance, the supply of money in that country 
maintaining a fair relation to the subdivision 
of capital, and, to the multiplicity of small 
commercial transactior France and the 
‘other countries comprised in the Latin Union, 
M, Tirard continued, could not open their 
mint to the coinage of silver’so long as Great 
Britain, Geemany, and Aistria held aloof ; 
‘and until a change of opinion occurred in these 
countries it was out of the question to expect 
the Latin Union to open its mints. Fach 
country, however, had a remedy in its own 
hands by increasing its coinage of silver. 
France had already about fifty franes of silver 
per head in circulation ; and if other countries 
would come up to half that standard, or even 
increase their silver in-ciroulation to twenty 
franes per head, the total amount in eircula- 
tion would be enormously increased.

General would become Dictator or would 
put on the Throne whichever pretender he 
favoured.

(From the Foochow Daily Echo of 21st inst.) 

‘Mr. R. W. Mansfield takes over charge 
of H.B.M. Consulate to-day. Mr. Hurst 
proceeds to the Pagoda Auchorage to fill 
the post of Vice-Consul there, while Mr. 
Sundias, we understand, leaves this port 
for Takao, 

During the few days of severe weather 
from Sunday last, hot congee was served 
out to the poor of the city and suburbs at 
the expense of a few wealthy and charitable 

atives, some 300 piculs of rice a day being 
used fur the purpose. 

The review of the Archery Cavalry, 
mentioned in our lest issue as arranged to 
take place on Sunday last, gave great satis- 
faction to the Viceroy. Following up our 
report of His Excellency’s searching en- 
quiries as to the characters and capabilities 
of the officers, we hear that five more hav 
been ordered to retire, while three h 
been unexpectedly raised from lieuten 
to captains, 

We regret to hear that the senior native 
clergyman of the Church Missionary So- 

ety, the Rev. Wong Kin Taik, was 
accidently killed in the city on Monday 
afternoon. He was ascending the roof of 
his house to see the suow collected there, 
whon his foot slipped and he fell on to the 
pavement beneath, death being instanta- 
neous, Mr. Wong was ordained by Bishop 
Alford in 1872 and has held a difficult post 
for many years ; his loss will be much felt 
by the Mission. 

‘Tho captain of a Ningpo junk, just ar- 
rived, reports that he was taken by pirates, 
who, however, finding that his junk carried 
nothing but ballast set him free again. He 
states that 17 well-armed piratical junks 
are at present cruising rouna Ningpo, Chi 
san Foochow, nttacking all junk 
trading between the ports, He believe 
the crews are Canton men, as those he 
talked wlth spoke Cantonese. He has peti- 
tioned the Viceroy to put a gunboat per- 
manently at his and_his friends’ disposal 
to convoy the fleets of trading junks toand 
from Ningpo, offering to subscribe $12 per 
junk per aunum to meet exp. is 
Excellency line refused to gran 
tion, wh to the offer made to mee!

We have been 
under a blockade of ice from thet day to 
this, though a few boats cut their way 
throngh the ice yesterday and succeeded 
in getting outside the city. How far they 
can travel remains te be seen. 

The canals and ponds were all covered 
with ice about three inches thick. The 
West Lake also was nearly covered over 
with thick ice, and there was a wide fringe 
of ice on each side of the Tsientang River, 
leaving a wide space in the middle open. 
Au old man of sixty-two winters, 
the river, remarked that he had ni 
the like before. 

Ie is reported that a great many poor 
people were frozen to death; some say 
three hundred, others say only about ton, 























but it has been impossible to gather reli 
able statements on the subject. ‘The only 
way is to learn how many free coffins have 
been given out by the varioue benevolent 
establishments. ‘The number is said to be 
over a hundred. 

‘Monday and Tnesday nights were the 
coldest, the thermometer registering 13° 
above zero, Many workmen were com- 
pelled to quit work for several days.

On tho night of the 14th the ther- 
mometer suddenly rushed down to nineteen 
degrees aud smashed anuther record on the 
way—twenty-one having been the lowest 
recorded by meteorological instruments at 
Tehang up tll tnt date, Ae» setofl for 
this the Chinese lighted a bonfire, of thirty 
houses, in the city to toast their toes by ; 
luckily no lives were lost and the burning 
of a big hole in the night was the worat— 
Chinese houses don’t count, So much 
for the weather which has also, by the by, 
i something to record in favour of 
wthropy of certain missionaries and 
Chinese, who have sent out steaming bowle 
of rice to comfort the stomachs aud appense 
the ravenous appetites of the ill-clad deni- 
zens of holes and caves along the river 
batik, who have been terribly cut up by 
tho severe cold and frost. How they oxist 
at all in such holes, in these times, is hard 
for a well-fed ian to understand, In

in that, as in most other institutions, Ichang 
outdoes ite neighbours, He is no myth, oF 
shadow, as was the bosom friend of Surah 
Gamp—to wit, Mrs, Hartis—nor, on the 
other hand, is he large-limbed and rubicund 
of face, whose tread shaketh the earth. But a 
real wiry, lean-flanked, and Chinese gentle- 
man of respectable aspect; whose pigtail has 
been liberally sprinkled by Nature's hoar 
frost, and shortened to a scraggy stump.

‘A DEADLOCK OVER THE BUDGET. 
There is a dead-lock in the Diet ; and 

the issue no one can foresee. Whether the 
Diet is to be again dissolved or the Minie- 
ters are to resign is uncertain, but it is an 
uncertainty which will be set at rest within 
the next few days. ‘Ths amended Budget 
involving a. gross reduction of some eight 
tmillion, eight. hundred thousand. yen was 

| ‘aentito the Government by the Lower House 
for its consent last week, and on Monday 

















last, all the Unbinet Ministers with the 
exception of Count Ito, who is still ind’ 
posed, Mr. Mutsu and Count Yamagata 
being present, the acting Premier informed 
the Representatives of the government's 
inability to consent to the amended esti- 
mates. As it sots forth the situation clearly 
T cannot do better than give a summary of 


‘THE ACTING PREMIER'S SPBECH, 
merely remarking that the whole position 
turns upon the article of the constitution 
to which reference is made, as the Diet 
expressly precluded from cutting down 
such expenditures as the article embraces, 
without the concurrence of the Governmen 
It will be noticed that according to Count 
Tnouye’s view the power of the Diet is 
practically restricted to less than one- 
fourth of the national expenditures. Bat 
to give the Premier's speech :—* He 
stated that the Government would ex- 
press its view relative to the expen- 
ditures referred to in the 67th article 
of the Constitution. The amount decided 
upon by the House fur the expenditures 
based upon the powers appertaining to the 
Emperor, which arose by the effect of law, 
and which appertained to the legal obliga- 
tions of the Government, was yen 63,956,616; 
and in these items alone a reduction of 
yen 3,446,835 has been made. The total 
amount reduced by the House represented 
no less a sum then yen 6,446,833. Already 
fixed expenditures are the’ expenditures 
essential to the permanent existence of the 
State. If the supply necessary to the pro- 
gress of the State was to be withdrawn 
things must reach « standstill. If the 
actual expenditure was greatly reduced not 
only would settled progress be impossible 
but the national status would necessarily 
decline, The already fixed expenditures 
of this year were within the limits of the 
amount once approved by the Diet (in the 
Budget of the 24th year of Mei; and 
such extraordinary amendments as the 
House had made could only be re- 
garded as an obstruction to the pro- 
gress of the country. The constitution 
and the law were the guides in the conduct 
of administrative and financial affairs, and 
it was a proper rule to provide the supplies 
necessary to the State in the Budget, in 
accordance with the constitution and the 
law. Some of the reductions decided upon 
by the House were proposed with a view 
to altering the existing law in the future, 
and the Government could not agree with 
this reduction of the expenditure, seeii 
that that expenditure had arisen by the 
effect of law. The Government was sincere 
in its intention to improve several sections 
of the Administration so far as possible, but 
the Diet’s reduction by such a great gum as 
yen 6,446,833 compelled the Goverument 
to recognise that grave obstructions would 
it the conduct of administrative busi- 
ness, and that it could not accomplish the 
duties devolving upon it. The Govern- 
ment had tried to dispense with unne- 
cessary expenditures as much as possible ; 
and it did not oppose the reductions 
trative expenditure. If such 
large reductions were effected at one 
time, however, it would be impossible 
He further referred 
lopment and advance of the 
country since the Restoration, and to the 
duty devolving upon the Government of 
safeguarding the people at home and mani- 
festing the country’s glory abroad. This 
principle was found in the Imperial Decrees 
promulgated since the Emperor ascended 
the ‘Throne. Money was necessary to the 
development and advance of the natioual 
power ; and Japan was not the only country 
which ‘was confronted with a gradually 
increasing scale of national expenditure. 
In the interests of the State he was afraid 
to reduce expenditure beyond a certain 
limit lest developmeut and progress should 
be arrested. The House recognised, the 
necessity of expanding the Navy and yet 
rejected the expenditure for building men- 







































































of-war. The reasons why the House abolish- 
ed the expenditure were not enough to 
warrant the suspension of building men-of- 
war. Th construction of men-of-war was 
avery urgent matter, and one essential to 
national independence. ‘The Government 
would like to improve the Navy and set 
matters in order, but at the same time it 
recognised the necessity of extending it. 
In conelusion the acting Premier stated 
that the amended Budget was not, in 
accord with progressive principles and that 
the Government -could only express its 
disagreement with the estimates as decided 
upon by the House.” 
198 EFFECT ON THE HOUSE, 

This speech was powerless to correct. the 
bellicose tendencies of the Representatives, 
however, aud before adjourning, Mr. Kono 
Hironaka, a leading and respected member 
of the Popular party, brought in a motion to 
return the amended Budget to the Govern: 
meut for its approval. Ina powerful apeech 
introducing his motion Mr.: Kono afirmed 
that the old abuses assuciated with clan 
government still existed, almost, if not 
quite as bad as ever, thatthe object of the 

louse was to correct these abuses, and that 
unless the Government was prepared to 
stand in open antagonism to the expressed 

h and purpose of the nation and to 
invite a series of conflicts it would give its 
consent to the reduced estimates, One or 
tayo feeble voices were raised on the Govern- 
ment side but the motion was eventual} 
passed by a largo majority. Thus close 
the 16th instant, 


THE GOVERNMENT OBDURATE. 

‘The House met at 1.10 p.m. on the 17th, 
the Chief Secretary at once’ reporting on 
behalf of the President. that a reply had 
been received from the Government to the 
second application made by the Lower 
House for its consent to the amended” 
Estimates, This reply set forth the Go- 
vernment’s inability to accept the reductions 
made; the Government oould only signify 
clearly and resolutely its refusal to consent 
to the Budget as amended, ‘This was met 
by a motion to adjourn for five days—and 
ax this was adopted by a vote of 176against, 
80 who opprsed the motion, there is a 
suspension of hostilities until Monday 
next, the 23rd inst. What the result will 
be no one can predict, That the situation 
is serious is freely admitted. ‘The reduc- 
tions made this year are far more than in 
1892 and 1891 as the following figures show, 
In 1891 the Budget as submitted was yen 
80,600,000 ; as amended yen 77,012,000 ; 
difference yen 3,588,000. “In 1892 Budget 
as submitted yen 83 502,600; as amended 
yen 78,559,900 ; difference yen 4,942,700. 
This year the Grures are for the yovern- 
ment’s Budget yen 83,750,000; for the 
Estimates as amended by the House yen 
74,900,000, difference of yen 8,850,000. 
Since the ‘beginning of the Meiji era the 
Budget has startlingly increased, though 
not steadily. ‘Ten years ago it was in 
round figures seventy-six milli 
year after sixty-one millio 
then it has never been under, though it 
has often been very considerably over 
seventy-six and a haif millions. 

SMALL-POX AND FEVER, 

Small-pox still’ continues very bad here 
amongst the Japanese, and the Hospitals 
have been sadly taxed. An order was issued 
afew days ago by the Governor for com- 
pulsory vaccination and some thousands 
have been consequently treated during 
the past week. There was no opposition 
shown. Since the 12th when there were 
35 fresh patients received into Hospital, 
(the highest number for some days) there 
has been, am glad tosay, a steady diminy- 
tion in the number of cases, and on the 
16th there were only six fresh patients 
reported. The percentage of deaths has 
been rather high, I have not heard of 
case amongst the resident foreign popula- 
tion, but I am sorry to say. there ara 
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no less than six of the residents down 
with more or less serious forms of fever— 
some ef the crses being. typhoid. The 
patients are doing well, but one case is 
occasioning a good deal of anxiety. Atten- 
tion, is being drawn to the drains, but 
whether the cause is to be found in the 
drains or in Kobe's bad water or in the 
milk no one has apparently made avy effurt 
to decide thus far. 
THE “‘CHISHIMA KAN” AFFAIR. 

The Ravenna-Chiskima Kan matter con- 
tinues to receive more or less attention 
but pending the decision of the Japan 
curt at Nagasaki in the Pilot's case, aud a 
trustworthy announcement of tite ‘course 
the Government intends to pursue in the 
utfair, there ia a lull in the journalistic eon- 
troversy on this side, but it is only a lull. 
The comments of the Shanghai press have 
been received here with lively satisfaction.

3rd December. 
ILLEGAL PUNISHMENTS PROHIBITED. 

One of the Censors has represented to 
the Emperor that illegal instruments of 
torture are frequently made use of by the 
magistrates and sub-prefects throughout 
the Empire. His Majesty declares that 
the laws clearly define what.implements of 
corporal punishment may be employed ; 
and if the Censor’s allegations: are’ well 
founded, the officials concerned are acting 

illegally. Hoe desires that the high 

authorities will make known to their sub- 

ordinates the regulations on the subject ; 

and if any infringement of the same be 

brought to their notice, they will report 
the offenders immediately. 

TOUR OF INSPECTION BY ADMIRAL oF 

YANGTZE. 

‘The new Admiral of the Yangtze refers 
to his instructions, by which he is required 
to make his hexdquarters for balf the year 
at ‘I'aipting Fu in Anbui and half’ the 








year at Yochou, and constantly to visit 
the stations along the river, He now 
intends to proceed, from Nanking, where 


he is at the moment, to T'aitping. As 
soon as he has got through his office work, 
he will review the squadron under . his 
immediate command. After this, he will 
ascend the river, aud hold inspections wt 
Huk’ou, Hanyang and Yochou. He will 
then come down again to the Chinkiang 
district. Should he find any faults of drill 
or discipline, he will report the ofticers 
concerned to the high provincial authorities 
for punishment. 


COURT OF JUSTICE FOR HEILUNGCHLANG 
KEFUSED. 

‘The Military Governor of Heilungchiang 
states that, since the opening of the country 
to cultivation round the three towns of 
Hulan, Payeususu and Suihua, there has 
been # great concourse of people of all sorts 
of, characters ; in consequence the num- 
ber of civil and criminal cases tried at 
| the provincial capital has very largely in- 
creased. The officers of the Criminal and 
‘Treasury Departments, who deal with 
these cases, have tried to do their utmost, 
but they are not able to cope with their 
work, and long delays are unavoidable. 
‘The ‘meworialist therefore proposes to 
imitate the Kirin Government and in- 
stitute a special Judicial Department, 
consisting of a Chief Commissioner with 
assistants and clerks, altogether twelve in 
number. Their pay would vary from Ts. 
40 down to Tis. 7 per month, and with a 
small sum for expenses would come to ‘ls. 
2,316 per year. 

In reply the Emperor states that the 
existing staff is sufficient for the work, and 
negatives the proposal.

MURDER OF TWO PERSONS. 

Among the poorer inhabitants of Ching. 
chow in Chibli were two men named Pi 
and Chou, Pi and Chou’s eldest sons were 
employed as workmen in the same establis! 
ment, Chou's sou 
laziness, and Chou suspected that it must 
have been done at Pi’s instigation, There- 
fore the next time he saw Pi he gave him 
a thrashing, and whenever they met he 
cursed and abused him, But Pi, who was 
afraid of Chou, submitted and’made no 
reply. One night last spring Pi drank 
more than was good for him. Becoming 
intoxicated he brooded over his insults and 
injuries till he determined to take his 
enemy's life, Arming himself with « heavy 
sword ho climbed over the wall into Chou's 
courtyard and entered the house. It 
happened that Chou was gone into the 
city to pay his land-tax and had not re- 
turned. But his wife, Mrs. Chou, woke 
up and, before Pi could retire, jumped out 
of bed and seized him. Unable to get free, 
he wsed the sword and wounded her slight: 
Jy, She fell to the ground, calling on him 
by name, cursing him and threatening him 
with her husbaud’s vengeance. Pi there- 
upon determined to stop her mouth for 
ever, and forthwith killed her outright. 
Her youngest son who was asleep in the 
sume room woke and began to ery with 
fright, upon which the assassin ‘served 
him in the same way as his mother. 
When Chou returned ome, he reported 
the case to the authorities. "The murderer 
‘was arrested and, as the Viceroy was away 
at Tientsin, the formal rehearing was con- 
ducted by the Treasurer of the Province. 
‘The murderer has been condemned to 
branding and immediate decapitation, after 
which his head will be exposed. Half of 
his property, if he has any, will be given to 
the family of his vietims for their support. 
‘The conduct of Chou in the first instance 
was such as to merit punishment ; but it is 
proposed to pardon him on account of the 
sud loss which he has suffored,—RKeferved to 
the Bourd uf Punishment. 

FIKE-AKMS FOR MANCUUS AT Ty‘ANGCHOU, 

‘The Imperial clausman Jusheng in charge 
of the Manchu troops at Ts‘angchow has 
applied to the Viceroy Li Hung-chang for 
one hundred rifles and forty cavalry car- 
dines. During the past year or more he 
has practised his men in shooting at the 
target and has drilled them according to 
the’ system employed with the Military 
Field Force at Peking. But though they 
have made good progress, they eamnot be- 
come a thoroughly useful body until they 
are armed with suitable, modern weapons. 
These troops have never been re-armed 
sinee 1868, when the town was sacked by 
the Nienfei and their old jingals and 
fovring pieces forthe most part destroyed. 

‘The Viceroy Li is much pleased with the 
energy of the applicant and asks permis 
sion to issue the weapons applied for. 
Granted. 

FREIGHT OF LEAD FOR PERING. 

‘A certain quantity of lead is sent at 
intervals from Kueichou to Peking for the 
use of the government.

insufficient grounds. Some years ago a 
‘Taotai named Chao Chi-yuan was in charge 
of the military chest at Nanking. As he 
did not issue funds for the Yangtze forts 
to the extent which Pfeng Yiilin desired, 
he was denounced by the officer for parsi- 
mony and was consequently cashiered. 
‘The memorialist vouches for the character 
and ability of Chao Chi-yuan and points 
out the emptiness of P‘eng Yii-lin’s accusa- 
| tions. A Treasurer can only pay out what, 
money the Governor above him authorises; 
and the Governor must be guided by the 
amount of his fuuds and the number of 
calls upon them,

GRATUITIES TO SOLDIERS AND OTHERS.

THE SHANGHAI MUNICIPAL coUNeT. 
9th January, 1893, 

In accordance with the resolutions passed 
at the annual meeting of Ratepayers in 
February 1892, at which a sum of ‘Tis, 3,000 
was voted in ‘aid of the Public School, the 
Shanghai Municipal Council appo 
mittee of seven Ratepayers, viz 
FM, Gratton, G. Jamieson, D. 
W. D, Little, J. Morris, D. 'M. 
E. A. Probst, who were ‘to enqui 
condition and management of the school with 
a view to ascertaining if the Council were 
justified in expending the amount voted by 
the Ratepayers, upon its maintenance during 
the year. 

Since ‘the date of their appointment. (in 
Sune last) Messrs, Little and Probet have left 
Shanghai, and Messrs, W. McDonald and 
J. L. Scott have been appointed to fill the 
vacancies. 

Mr, Geo, Jamieson has been elected Chair- 
man, rice Mr. E. A. Probst, and Mr. ¥, M. 
Gratton Secretary to the Committee, 

‘The Committee have pleasure in reporting 
to the Council their approval of the manner 
in which the school has beet worked by the 
Head Master (Mr, G, Lanning) and staff but 
in consequence of the Committee's appoint- 
ment being only a temporary one, they have 
been unable to make rome very necessary 
changes, notably that of engaging additional 
teachers, whose services are urgently required 
and by whose presence the ellicieney of the 
school and the attendance thereat could, it is 
Uelieved, be considerably increased. he 
have, however, taken such steps that it will 
be possible to obtain this assistance us soon as 
the Ratepayers have officially taken over the 
school. 

It is the opinion of the Committee that a 
sum of about ls, 1,000 would be required for 
the initial cost of taking over the school, for 
the purchase of stock and apparatus, the pro- 
perty of the Head Master, for the passa 
money of an additional teacher and the 
general expenses entailed by a chunge of 
Management, 

During the period for which the Committee 
have been in office the monthly income hus 
been about ‘Tis. 500 und the expenditure

3,000 for the year, which hasbeen met by the 
grant voted for that purpose by the Rate- 
payers.

‘eacher is required in addition to the present 
staff, An additional master is indeed desirable 
as well, but for the present we think it will

The Committee consider that, although

Sm,—We learn, with great regret, from 
Major Holliday that he is about to resign the 
command of the Corps as he finds hitnself 
unable to spare the time required for the 
efficient performance of his various duties. 

During the last fourteen years the eticiency 
of the Corps has steadily advanced, the 
standard of requirements having been as 
steadily raised. ‘This has not been effected 
without a corresponding increase in the 
burden of the Commanding Officer. Major 
d mn, we belivve, found the work of the 
Corps y ‘rapidly in bis hands, 
until it came to be a heavy tax on his tim 
and it was only his anxicty for the welfa 
of the commnnity at large that induced him 
to remain at his post as long as be did.

We further note you inv-te our inspection 
of these samples submitted, and ask informa- 
tion upon the subject. From the description 
yen vf the character of some of the musters 

it is evid-nt that water of such character was 
not so sent from the Company’s Works and 
‘we are of opinion that the deposit evident i 
some of the samples arises from sedi 
accumulated, (during a long period) within 
the mains; having been driven, by the heavy 
flushings to which the mains have lately been 
‘subjected to some tap, or “dead end,” where 
it hus remained until released by the drawing 
of water for use. 

We refrain from addressing you further 
pecting the probable cause of the sedimentand 
eloudiness in gnestion pending the submission 
to your Council of the * full analysis sf water 
taken from the Company's mains on the 14th 
inst.” promised by the Health Officer in his 
letter of the 15th inst. aa per copy before us. 

In the meantime we send you herewith four 
snipes of water taken by Dr. Burge, the 
Medical Officer of the Company, viz.:—Sam- 
Ble taken from Bir.

Dear Sres,—I herewith send samples of 
the filtered water taken by myself at the 
works on the 12th and on the 17th aud 18th 
of January, in the condition that it was 
pumped to Shanghai, from which you will be 
‘able to see that there is not the vestige of 
any sandy deposit, showing that where such 
has occurred, there must be some cause for it 
within che pipes, which the Chief Engineer 
ean probably explain. 

Talso send a sample taken from the tap of 
my own house on the 15th, the day the 
sample was taken from Mr, Cameron's bath- 
room, and as I live near a “dead end” of 
the supply pipe, if the sand were passing 
from the filter beds it would undoubtedly be 
found there, but there is not a grain visible. 

Iu none of the samples that 1 have taken 
from various parts of the Settlements within 
the last week, has there been any deposit of 
sand, and therefore where it hus occurred it 
must be due to some local canse. 

Microscopically fine silt such as is arrested 
by the “Berkefeld Filter,” passes through 
all sand filter beds, especially where. the 
source is taken from rivers, and the very 
minutely divided silica allt in our river water, 
will find its way through any depth of sand, 
and the present low state of the river, the 
absence of rain and therefore the snall 
quantity of land water coming down, no 

loubt accounts for a portion of the excess 
‘that passed through the filter beds lately.

Cattle Disease at the Farm.—Letter from 
the Health Officer :-— 
Shanghai, 23rd January, 1893. 
Sm,—On the 14th instant I wrote officially 
to inform you that disease had broken out 
among the cows.on Mr. Shaw’s dairy farm, 


‘and that every precaution bad been taken to 
limit its extension, and to prevent the issue 
of milk to the public other than that yielded 
by perfectly healthy animals. Iam glad now 
to be able to report that the prompt measures 
adopted seem likely to prove successful. The 
last sick cow was removed from the farm on 
the 18th instant, and up to the present date, 
the rest of Mr, Shaw's stock continues in 

fect health. ‘The history of the outbreak 
is briefly as follows :-— 

‘The disease has been limited to one house. 
‘This house contained 18 cows and one bull— 
in all 19 avimals. On the 7th of January the 
first cow affected fell sick, dying on the 10th. 
‘The body was examined by Mr. Whitney, 
but nothing definite was found. On the 1ith 
another cow was noticed to have a heightened 
temperature, and was immediately removed 
from the byre, On the 12th the temperature 
rose in two other cows, and these also were 


|removed. Un the 13th, out of the 15 cows 





remaining in the byre, six showed signs of 
commencing illness by in temperature, 
and at later dates the remaining nine were 
all attacked. On the 17th a post mortem 
examination of one of these cows which had 
died on the morning of the same day, was 
made by Mr. Whitney in the presence of my 
Partners and myself, the Sanitary Inspector 

jing also present. "The cause of death was 
then ascertained to be rinderpest, all the 
signs of the disease, so fully described inthe 
reports which I addressed to the Council in 
1872, were recognised. 

At the present date ‘wo cows have 
‘apparently recovered, four have died, and 
thirteen have been sliughtered. 

How the disease was introduced, 
not one which can arise among co 
as Mr. Shaw's are without a 
tagium conveyed from an outside souree,— 
remains a mystery. It is reported that cattle 
have been Jately dying in great numbers in 
Japan, but whether from rinderpest or some 
other ‘disease, I have not yet been 
ascertain, If however I am right 
opinion which T expressed when. writing on 
this subject in 1872, “ that steppe murrain is 
as truly endemic in the great plains of China 
as in the steppes of Russia,” then we do not 
need to go so far as Japan in search of a 
source of infection. Rinderpest is I believe in 
Shanghai for cattle, what cholera is for men, 
& more or less regularly recurring danger,

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THE CHINA ASSOCIATION. 


On Tuesday afternoon a general meeting 
of members of the China Association was 
held in the Municipal Council Board Room, 
Mr. Johu Macgregor being voted to the 
chair. 

‘The Chairman, in opening the proceed- 
ings , said he was very uappy to be able to 
announce that since the issue of the report 
on the 12th inst., several new members had 
joined, viz., Messrs. F, Anderson, H. Baker 
Govellw), Janves Buchanan, R.'M. Camp- 
bell, H. J. Clark (Chefoo), John Cooper, 
P. EF, Lavers, (Chefoo), F. Julian Marshall, 
L. Moore, E. Shelli, and J. PB. Wake 
He thought that that was very satisfactory 
yake in the short time since 
ed and much of that pro- 
gress was attributable in a great measure to 
the energetic Hon, Secretary (Elear, hear). 
‘The members now numbered 72, and there 
was 4 credit balance of Tis, 714, Four 
members of the provisional committee 
elected for the purpose of organis 
tion had put themselves in nomination 
again to serve on the Committee to be 
elected for the current year. Me. Dram- 
mond had declined to put himself i 
nomination, the time at his disposal not 
permitting him to serve, although he tovk 
the greatest tuterest in the Association, and 
ite objects. The report, necessarily, was 
not of very great interest, beyond teliing 
the fucte of the urganisation, but it called 
attention for the incoming ‘Committee to 
three particular objects which presented 
themselves to the minds of the outgoing 
Committee. The Gret was a subject which 
was of euch great importance tu ull of them, 
and was constantly before them,—the p 
tion of silver, or gold, whichever they 
liked to call it, or beth, The Conference 
at Brussels had separated without arriving 
at any detinite result, ev far as was known, 
Dut he was not hopeless that the outcome 
might be something beneficial, So far 
as he understond it they had simply retired 
to consult their respective Governments, 
to meet again in May next. One sulject, 
however, which more immediately concern 
ed those in China was the proposal te 
establish a gold basis in India, and close 
the niiuts to the usual mintage of atlver, 
That, to his mind, could only be attended 
with results very prejudicial to the still 
further East. ‘Of course he did not 
desire to introduce in any remarks he 
might make in connection with the 
hing connected with other 
countries, and therefore they should eontine 
themselves to Great Britain. Great Britain 
relied for her greatness on her manufactures 
and commerce, and it seemed to him that 
if Grent Britain persisted in the policy she 
‘wasat present pursuing she would gradually 
drive wanufactures to the seat of the pre 
duction of the raw material. That migh 
be a question of sume time, bu 
meantime everything wi 
they saw poople at hone eryi 
evils which they were now beginning ts 
renlise, It was essentially a question of 
currency, and by and by the labourer, the 
peasant at the plough, aud the mechanic 
would realise that the present condition 
of things under which he is geoaning 
is the outcome of the currency which 
interferes with trade and is so. pre- 
judicial to his connection with the outer 
world. By the last wail which had arrived 
it could be seen that Agriculture had 
spoken out with no very uucertain sound, 
and spoken out very strongly. He thought 
twas said that the depreciationin the value 
of landed estates witlin quite recent years 
amounted to five hundred millions sterling, 
aud the depreciation in rents from land 
equalled thirty-four millions sterling. It 
was a belief among people—he thought he 
might say the majority of people—that that 
question was closely allied with the pre- 
sent relative pusitions of gold and silver. 
In proposing the report it occurred to him

This sehoul-bny auumoned upp courage one 
dlay to ask his wel if he sinould like to see 
his own photograph two or three years 
hence. ‘Yes,’ was the reply. The buy 
showed him the picture of an opiam smoker 
in the work on The Ten Commandments you 
printed for me some years ago. ‘The uncle 
became very angry and the nephew found 
it wise to keep out of the way for some time. 
The other day when I visited that home 
I asked this now reformed opium smoker 
what first led him to seek to be a Christian 
and lead a good life. , He said that picture 
haunted him day and night and he could 
not help, even against his own will, reading 
and reading the book containing the pic- 
ture. He finally resolved, by the help of 
God, to live a new life, and he has, as 
a Christian of more than & year’s stand- 
ing, doue much for the cause of Christ.” 
His first effort was to induce an uncle

Minutes of the Annual General Meeting 
of Electors in the British Concession xt 
Chinkiang, held at _H.B.M.'s Consulate on 
the 17th day of January, 1893, W. R. 
Carles, Esq., H. B. M.’s Consul, in the 
chair. 

Present:—Pore Chevalier, Dr. Hirth, 
Messrs. Wa. Bean, D, A. Emery, F. RB.

At the request of the Chairman Mr. 
‘Thom xcted as Secretary to the meeting. 

‘The Chairman, having read the ciccular 
convening the meeting, stated that the first 
business was to elect a Council for the 
current year, aud Messrs. Bean, Emery, 
and Thom having signified their willingness 
to serve, these gentlemen were deciared 
duly elected, 

The Chairman then briefly referred to 
the Council’s report und accounts for the 
past year, which had been before the 
electors for sume days und suggested that 
they be taken us read. 

Mr. Emery said that as Chairman of the 
outgoing Council he desired to acquaint 
the meeting of the possibility of an action 
by H.M. Office of Works in connection with 
an alleged encroachment cn Government 
‘Land by the police station. The ground 
‘on which the station stands was understood 
by the Council to be embraced in a property 
Jeased from Messrs. Butterfield and Swirg

‘The hairman.—I understand that the 
ition of the Council with regard to this 
Jnud is altered, in their wpinion, by corres- 
pond-nce received fro Messrs. Buttertield 
& Swire of later date than the 9th of De- 
cember, 1891, at which time the (ouncil 
ugreed to xecept « lease of the land in ques- 
tion from HM. Office of Works, aud that 
at present they are willing to accept a lense 
of the land in'accordance with that ayrse- 
ment if Messrs. Buttertield & Swire do not 
dispute the ownership of the land. Is not 
this the ense? 

Mr, Emery.—Yes, at that time the Coun 
cil did not anticipate any disp ste on the 
rt of Messrs, Butterfield & Swire, and 
the Couneit has since written to HM. 
Office of Works pointing out the contention 
of that Grm, The Couucil therefore thik 
that they would have no right to act in a 
manner that would prejudice Messrs, 
Butterfield & Swire's claim, and this they 
would do if they execute & lease for avy 
portion of the land in question. In regard 
to Iuspector Singer's agreement with the 
Council, this, as the meeting knows, ex- 
pires in March next, and it is for the 
meeting now to say whether they prefer 
to leave the matter in the hands of the 
Couneil or deal with it themselves. 

‘Mr, Emery then proposed: “That the 
Report and accounts, as presented, be 
accepted and passed.” 

Mr. Bean seconded the motion, which 
was carried unanimously. 

The following resolutions were then 
brought forward, 

Resolution proposed by Mr. Emery, 
seconded by Mr. Thom 2— 

“That a police and lighting rate of not 
Jess than 50 cents or more than $2.00 
per month, payable quarterly in advance 
by owners of lots, be levied on all foreign 
and native vecupiers of houses, the amoui 
in enoh cate to be decided by the Onunell 

This motion excited some discussi 
the course of which it was explained by the 
mover and seconder that hitherto some 
residents—foreign aud Chinete—who were 
not_ merchants, had escaped any payment 
of lighting and policing rates, and that the 
present resolution was designed to remedy 
this, 

‘The resolution was then carried nem. 
















































































Resolution, proposed by Mr. Emery, 
seconded by Mr. Thutt—= ' 
‘That the license feo on pawnshops be 
not less then Tis 50, or more than 150 per 
annum, payable in advance, the amount in 
each case to be decided by the Council.” 

Carried unanimously. 

IIL.—Resvlution proposed by Mr. Emery, 
seconded by Mr. Thom :— 

“That the usual grant of ©. Tis. 100 be 
made to the Extra-Conceesion Road Fund.” 

Carried unanimously, 

IV.—Resolution proposed by Mr. Bean, 
seconded by Mr. Emery : 
That in the event of H.M. Office of 
Works determining to dispese of the lot, 
north of Chén Ping Shan, the building on 
which was sometime occupied as a Club, 
the incoming Council be hereby empowered 
to negotiate for and purchase the sume for 
Municipal purposes, either by private bar- 
gain or at public auction. The limit to be 
left to the discretion of the Municipal 
Council.” 

‘Mr. Emery, in seconding the resolution, 
remarked that the Council deem it wise 
and advisable the Land-renters should have 
a lot on which Municipal Buildings only 
could be erected at any time, and in view 
of the present lease of land, where the 
station stands, being questioned, so far as 
ownership is concerned, he was sure the 
Land-renters would not object to giving the 
Couneil the necessary authority as expressed 
in this resolution. 
































The Chai id that he had bad a 
communication frou Mr, Marshail, of the 
Office of Works, informing him that the lot 
would be sold by yublic auction probably: 
at the end of February or begiuning of 
March. 

De. Hirth suggested a limit should be 
placed on the Cuuueil’s bid. 

Mr, Gregsom throught that, as the pre- 
sent lease of the Municipal Buildings has. 
still 8 years to rou, the Council shouid not 
purchase thie lot to the detriment of public 
works, and i ion the Council 
should give some more information about 
how they were to raise the purchase money. 
He therefore moved as an ameniment, 
seconded by Dr. Hirth : “That the revenue 
of the Land-renters be not pledged in the 
purchase of this property beyond the funds 
in the hands of the Council.” 

Mr, Emery said that the Couneil could 
not xecept this amendment as it would 
restrict their actions too much. The nuc- 
Honeer’s hammer would not stop to enable 
the Council to consult the Land-renters, 
It was the intention of the Council to go 
on with the exteusion of the Bund, but 
for various rexsous the Council could not 
pledge themselves to a particular policy 
in regard to public works, If the purchase 
of the land referred to, the price to be 
prid, ete , were left to the Council he was 
sure the Land-renters would have nu cause 
for regret. 

The amendment was then put to the 
meeting, but was lost on a show of hands, 

‘The original resolution was subsequently 
carvied, 

Before closing the meeting the Chairman, 
congratulated the outgoing Council on the 
many improvements effected by them i 
the Concession, and wished the incoming.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1892, 

Meeting. —The last annual general meetin, 
was held on the 21st January, 1892, at whicl 
date the Council entered on their duties. 

Ofiices.—The maintenance of the Municipal 
Buildings, which are in good order, has called. 
for a very small outlay. 

Police —The force consists of :— 

Inspector Singer, 
2 Ningpo sergeants, 
12 Local constables. : 

During the year there have been 6 cases of” 
housebreaking, 1 of burglary, 18 of larceny, 
and 15 other offences. ‘Twenty-nine appre 
hensions were made, which epeaks well for the 
vigilance and efficiency of the police generally. 

‘Rvads.—The roads throughout the Con- 
cession are in fairly good condition, 

‘Metalling and raising have been done during. 
the period under review. 

Drains.—Owing to the thorough overhaul 
in 1890, the outlay on the Concession drains 
has been small. 

Cleaning, repairing and flushing have been 
done when necessary. 

Sanitation.— Adopting the provions recom- 
mendation of Dr. Lynch, Municipal Health 
Officer, the special sanitaty precautions were 
carried out during the hot weather as in 
former years. 

Censiis.—On the 27th November, a return 
was made of the population living on the 
Concession, when there were found to be 37 
Foreigners and 1,390 Chinese,—total 1,427. 

Comparing. this with the last retara made 
on Ist May 1891 a decrease of 183 is shown, 
Lighting.—The number of lamps is the 
same as last year, viz:—20 large and 18 small. 
‘The lamp-posts and lamps have been painted; 
and reflectors have been put on each lamp- 
post, which throw a much brighter light on 
the streets. 

Licensed Houses.—In accordance with the 
determination of the last Annual Meeting no- 
licenses were issued for houses of entertain 
ment in the Concession this year. 

Frontage.—Mr. Geo. Mc#ain has been 
granted permission to continue his bulk con- 
nection with the Concession, and his lease- 
has been renewed for another 5 years. 



























































Bund.—The Bund sloped facing and 
have hd some alight repairs. es PF 
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Rolling and metalling have been done from 
time to time. 

‘The pruning aud transplanting of the trees 
will, no doubt, have the attention of the 
incoming Council. 

An experiment was made to cement the 
side path reserved for pedestrians, but on 
account of the heavy cost the idea had to be 
abandoned. 

‘The extending and widening of the Bund 
eastwards opposite Lots 1 & 2 is progressing. 
On the 23 April 14 chang was completed 
at a cost of C/Tis. 750. ‘This contract 
which is guaranteed for 3 years was 
executed to the satisfaction of the Council 
On the 15th December a further contract was 
made with the same contractor to extend 
132 feet, and widen to a uniform width of 
4) feet, on the same conditions with slight 
additions, at a cost of C/Tls. 900 of 
which C/Tis. $00 have been paid on 
account, and the work is now going ou. As 
the driving of the piles, etc., issomewhat more 
difficult on this portion the cost is a trifle 
more than the former contract, 

‘New landing steps have been built opposite 
Lot 2 for the accommodation of cargo-boats 
at a cost of C/Ils. 120, and at the 
western end of the Bund between the  E-wo” 

toons and the Free Ferry a landing stage 
Bis been ereoted for the use of men-ol-war in 
the port and foreigners, costing C/Tls. 243.00.

SATURDAY'’S PAPER HUN’ 


‘The welcome change in the weather, 
after the severe frost, bad doubtless a great 
deal to do with investing Saturday’s Paper 
Haont with so much popular interest. In 
anticipation of the finish very nomerous 
company of onlookers gathered _ ne: 
Brownie’s jump, off the Sicawei Rvad, 
and for some time before the hunt 
appeared they were entertained by the 
ineffectual attempts of the foxes to in- 
duce their ponies to cross the obstacle, 
a state of affairs which ultimate'y neces- 
sitated an amendment of the original 
programme.

I think also 
that the Yokohama press not ouly night, 
but ought to have abstained from eriticism 
on the merits of the finding of the Naval 
Court, slong as the possibility remained 
that the Japanese Government might seek 
any redress to which they consider then 
selves entitled before another British tri- 
bunal, especially a local one, ard as an 
Englishman I confess I have seen with con- 
siderable shame the departure from this 
elementary principle of journalism of which 
a section of the Yokohama press has been 
undoubtedly guilty. 

At the same time, Sir, I have just as 
little sympa:hy with, and have seen with no 
Jess shame, the efforts which I cannot. but 
think have been made by the editor of the 
Japan Mail to be-little the Naval Court 
held in this case, aud in consequence to 
weaken the faith, which I believe all 
Japanese whose opinion is worth having 
hold in the etticiency of the administration 
of British Justice in this country. He has 
nade these etf raking up the deci- 
sions of two Naval Courts, held years since 
and uow well-nigh forgotten, which were 
ultimately shown to be weong ; by deducing 
from these two instances the fact that 
the decisions uf Naval Courts are uot 
infrequently wrong, ignoring at the sume 
we, what is actully the case, thar, 
out Of the scores of Naval Qourts| which 
ave been held in Japan during the last 
twenty years, from the Bombuy-Oneida 
case Onwards, these are the only two, to 
the justice und correctness of whose duci- 
sious the slightest publie exception has 
ever been taken. He has repeated them 
in bis leading article of the 14th instant 
by his use of the term ** Court of Inquiry,” 
thereby suggesting that the ob.ect of the 
Cowet was only to take evidence ; by his 
extraordiuary statement that the“ Court 
was net a Court of Justis any sense

IN CHINA.

‘THE SOURCES AS FOUND IN THE AGENTS 
OF FOREIGN POWERS. 

(3) The facts already mentioned suggest 
a third source of anti-foreign disturbances, 
under this section, viz., that the agents of 
foreign Powers are too often in error as to 
the right methods for managing affairs in 
China, Every country has its pecular 
habits of thought and expression, and its 

culiar methods of conducting affairs. 

hina is plainly different from all. To be 
sure we have argued above that foreign 
diplomats should not adopt the measures 
of the Chinese in first-making demands 
and then yielding a part; and yet at the 
same time there are features that should 
be noted in Chinese diploniacy, even though 
they may not be totally imitated. 

‘A foreign Minister writes his despatch 
in English or French, and this is to be 
taken for proof, but we forget that a fine 
atyle in, these languages may be a weak 
and odd production when translated into 
Chinese and sent down to-some provincial 
authority, A strong plea in an English 








































































for naught with a Chinese 
mandarin. If a missionary to China should 
learn to think in Chinese, how much 
more necessary in critical disputes for the 
Western diplomat. 

Think also of all the routine of the 
yaméns, and how for every case presented 
there is a certain reply already prepared 
and fitted thereto,—a reply used in some 
similar case years before, and so forming 
@ precedent and ‘‘authority.” In China 
precedent determines the action, and many 
an elaborate despatch will be met by a non 

wmus because this excuse has answered 
in a similar case once before. Just what 
will foree an action, and what remain un- 
noticed, is better known to the Chinese 
than to the foreigner, but a failure of the 
foreigner to learn may crush a worthy 
case, and reinforce a precedent whose 
indirect mischief no one can estimate. A 
diplomatic blunder and a howling mob are 
twin sisters in China, The failure of a 
case, because managed badly, may instigate 
and guide the vagrant crowd, who prefer 
riot with its perils to peace with its poverty. 

‘The Chinese, both people and mandarins, 
have a profound respect for power, and if 
true elsewhere, it is especially true in China 
that “nothing is so successful as success.” 
For a Consul or Minister to have a whole 
batch of unsettled cases, or still worse, 4 
whole lot once presented and argued and 
finally relinquished, can only cause the 
Chinese officials to’ pooh-pooh every pro- 
lags n that such a man may make. To 

e sure if the foreign Powers are nil in 
China, then the foreign Ministers are left 
in an awkward state, and further attacks 
on foreigners can be positively looked for. 

How different, also, is the ceremony, 
dignity and reserve of Chinese official lite 
from the freedom and even familiarity of 
some of our Western official life! The mere 
semblance of power is oftentimes mistaken 
for the pense itself. But in any case an 
agent of great nation in proportion as 
he conducts himself with dignity and 
self-respect, both in social life and official 
duties will have influence in presenting his 
cases. The Rev. Arthur Smith mentions 
the absurdity of a Consul of the rank of « 
Taotai, who was going to a provincial 
capital to settle up a dificult case, having 
a retinue, as he passed through city on 
the way, which consisted besides himself on 
one horse, of his cosh and servanton 
two others, the result being that they were 
followed by a hooting crowd and threatened 
with a riot. If it is a serious outlook when 
‘Western functionaries lose their reputation 
for possessing power, it is saddening as 
well as serious when they allow themselves 
to be insulted. One of official rank is 
honoured, while one insulted is something 
ofa “ barbarian"—such is the Chinese idea, 
and it remains for our Ministers and 
Consuls to make their choice. 

With a profound appreciation of the 
trying labours of the many excellent men 
who have represented our countries of the 
West in this clever, wily land of Chinese 
politicians, we yet fill out the pi i 
a few black streaks, telling of blunders 
committed, but bearing in mind that the 
excellent work of excellent men is not 
thereby maligned, but that only he who 
blunders shall bear the blame, be it great 
or small.

‘THE SOURCES AS FOUND IN THE CHINESE 
PEOPLE. 

‘Thus far we have considered the respon- 
sibility of the men ofinfluence and authority, 
the official representatives of China and 
the West, in its bearing on the riots of 
the last thirty years, which have been 
directed against foreigners throughout 
China, but all that has been said must be 
considered in its real relation to the non- 
official class, both Chinese and foreigners, 
for it is evident that if riots occur, there 
must be people to make them, as well as 
people who suffer from them, both with 
cause and without cause, As the riots 


against foreigners have emanated from the 
Chinese people, we need-to know the 
reason therefore, but & lexity arises in 
the analysis owing to the diversity of class 
and condition which exists among them. 

‘The class distinction, as generally stated 
in China, is four, the scholarly, agricul- 
tural, labouring and trading classes, but 
as bearing upon our present question, it 
may be better to divide the Chinese people 
into five classes, the gentry, the literati, 
the headmen, the bully, and the common: 
alty. By the term ‘gentry,’ we mean, as 
the Chinese mean, all who have held ofi- 
cial title or position and have retired into 

wivate life. The literati are those who 
have gained some literary or military 
degree, but who have no. official rank, 
while in the country villages even those 
who compete for degree are oftentimes 
included under this class. ‘The * headmen,’ 
or in some places called * village elders,’ are 
those who represent a village or sections of 
a community, in standing between the 
officials and the mass of the people, and 
in assisting to maintain proper order or 
secure certain rights. ‘They are selected 
by the people, either formally or informally, 
and their names are reported to, and re- 
cognised by, the local authorities of the 
government, The ‘ bully’ is one who seeks 
a livelihood by stirring up quarrels and 
lawsuits, —extorting money for gaining 
aid or for keepitig him quiet and unhostile, 
If he has a degree, he will still be known 
as a bully or litigious person, but be 
politely classed among the literati. The 
term ‘commonalty," populace, or plebs, is 
meant to designate the mass, who have 
none of the ranks, degrees, or authority of 
the previous classes, and’ may be shop- 
keepers, labourers, farmers, schoolmasters 
and soldiers. 

In every riot it is necessary to have some 
leader, as well as others inclined to follow. 
Such a leader is generally believed to be 
one of the gentry or literati. Dx. Grifiith 
John presents this view, so generally 
adopted by all foreigners." The people,” 
he says, “are usually peaceable and harm- 
less, save when moved to hostility by their 
superiors. ‘They aro very much under the 
control of the gentry and scholars, and 
become most cruel and revengeful when 
once their suspicions are excited and their 
passions rou: ‘The anti-foreign placards 
are alvways issued by the scholars, with the 
full cognisance of the magistrate, and simp 
fathered on the people.” No doubt sud 
is the fact in a great many cases, but not 
in all, and even in cases where the gentry 
or scholars appear as the ringleaders, there 
are certain modifying circumstances to be 
noted. ‘The gentry of to-day are the ofti- 
cials of the past and therefore are more 
conservative and narrow in their views. 
Many of them have soen and felt the 
dire ‘effects of wars with foreign countries 
and of the Taiping rebellion, and hence 
still cherish resentment both towards 
foreigners and Christianity. It is only 
when foreigners seem to come in contact 
with their own interests or prestige, that 
they then come forth to oppose” the 
foreigners, and if peaceful methods will 
not succeed, then a riot is encouraged. So 
far as the riots of 1891 are concerned, it 
will be found that in Wusueh, ‘Tanyang, 
Wusieh, Wuhu, Ichang and Manchuria, 
the local gentry were not the instigators 
of them, while many deprecated the 
havoc that was done. In other places 
and other years we have known that 
the gentry have held out for a long 
time in their passivity and non-resistance, 
even until provoked to head the opposition 
by certain restless ones among the popu- 
lace. Mr. Chou Han and others of the 
Hunan clique are indeed from among the 
gentry, but their efforta would be futile if 
there was not a state of readiness among 
the masses to resist the foreigner and create 
a disturbance. : 

‘What is thus true of the! gentry, ia true 
[to large extent cof the. literati,’ ‘The 
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opposition to foreign missionaries seems 
to be centralised in them, but we must 
remember that they are the recognised 
disciples of Confucianism, the State reli- 
gion of China, and as Christianity has 
heen represented by a few zealous ones as 
antagonistic to much in Confucianisin, so 
‘opposition from the literati is deemed in- 
cumbent even if it ends in a riot. But also 
here a state of readiness among the masses 
is necessary for carrying on a riot, an 
aptitude, almost, to believe the ’ vile 
jours, and a quickness to join the crowd 
in attacking the foreigner and making 
plunder of his property. We hence agree 
with, what Mr. Michie has said in his 
Missionaries in China in the following 
language : “It is admitted that the emnity 
of the literati only finds its ultimate con- 
crete expression in risings of the populace. 
But the people are always and everywhere 
ready to rise at «month's notice. Could they 
possibly he worked upon in thi manner,” 
he asked, ‘by the articial infusion from 
without of scvlings which they did not 
share?” Thus exuminiag all the aspects, it 
seems to us that the correct view to hold 
is that.an inter-action exists between the 
populace and the scholars or gentry, It 
may be that the latter head the opposi- 
tion against the foreigner, knowing well 
* that they will be promptly supported 
hy the people, or it, may be that the feeling 
or pressure is $0 strong from the poptilace 
that the gentry or scholars for the sake 
of popularity dare not remain inactive, and 
so intensify the hostility which already 
exists, The leader, then, must be one 
of the gentry, scholars, or headmen or 
perhaps a bully, but he in turn ean only 
succeed in instigating a disturbance when 
the populace are inclined to carry out & 
Gisturbance, Influence is interlinked, and 
the responsibility is mutual, 

To be accurate in our investigation it 
mnight he well to consider the sources of 
the anti-foreign disturbances as found in 
cach class distinetly, but after the prelimnin- 
ary explanation already made, we deem it 
est, at least for conciseness, to consider 
the attitude of the Chinese people eu masse, 
with particular references as certain cases 
shall demand them,

Once ouly since this port was opened to 
foreign trade has snow been seen—except- 
ing nt intervals of a few years on the 
summit of Rushau—aud that was four and 
thirty years ago, ‘Then it lay ouly to 
the depth of half an inch, Prior to that, 
according to accounts handed down fron 
father to sun amongst the natives over 
generations, two hundred years had pnased 
Away since any snow was known to fall at

FROST IN HONGKONG. 

‘The southern colony has been much 
surprised by the thermometer going down 
on Monday Jast to 27°, and the Dai 
Press thus describes this unprecedented 
condition :— 

Although Hongkong is situated within 
the tropics a degree or two of frost has 
occasivanlly been experienced on the upper 
levels and sometimes thin coatings of ice 
have been found on standing water at the 
Peak. Never, however, within the memory 
of the oldest inbabitant has such cold been 
experienced xs yesterday. Ou Sunday the 
temperature recorded at the Observatory 
was 98°, and Tai-to-shan and the rauge of 
ills to’ the westward were covered with 
snow, or with a coating of icicles on the 
grass’ which had the appearance of snow. 
During thenight thethermometercontinued 
to fall steadily, the reading at the Observa- 
tory at 10 a.m. yesterday being 33°, while at 
the Peak readings as low as 27°xre reported. 
Rain fell at frequent intervals und froze asit 
fell, ice being observed at as low an altitude 
as 450 feet. ‘The pine trees on the hillside 
from the top down to Bowen Road were 
covered with icicles, which in the intervals

Sin,—We bey most respectfully to thank 
you for having given us xn opportunity to 
express our views on the question of the 
gaol extension—an opportunity which we 
xladly avail ourselves of inasmuch as we 
aud the overwhelming majority of tl 
other members of the Chinese community 
are strongly opposed to the gaul being 
extended in any way for the following reas 














Reoause the accommodation provided 
by the existing buildings ia ample, 0 inuch 
so that the prisoners have more space 
wed them than they have ever had 
when not in prison, Tu a word, they ave 
far better «ff in the gaol than out of it. 

2.—Because the gavl is already looked 
upon ag a paradise by many a rascal, an 
situated as we wre within a stone's throw 
of the Chinese territory, any extension of 
the gaol will certainly Jead to an influx of 
bad characters from China. 

3.—Because we differ from the view of 
those who allege that the separate system 
will wet ns a deterrent to Chinese prisoners, 
We have nu hesitation in saying that such 
av cpinion must be formed through ignor- 
ance of the habits of the Chinese criminals, 
who will be in no’ way deterred by having 
to live in eeparate coll 

4.—Beenuse the gauls in China, ‘to which 
the Chinese criminals who come to Hong- 
kong have always been accustomed, cnt 
be in auy way compared with the gaol in 
ey are so arranged that 
characters are afraid of committing crimes 
in case they may be lodged in them, ‘The 
present Victoria Guxl does not inepire 
much fear, aud it would inspire still less if 
made more comfortable, which would most 
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certainly lead to an increase of crime, as 
criminals will have no dread of entering it. 

5,—Because we are of the opinion that 
the most efficacious way to prevent persons 
from committing crimes in the Colony is 
ot to enlarge the gu 












freely the of banishment and the 
wake the prisoner's life not 
so'much a life of ease as it is at present. 





In conclusion, we bey to point out that 
being Chinese ourselves, it is not {i 
that wo would discourage the Government 
from doing anything for the real benefit 
of our own countrymen, whieh would 
be of advantage to the Chinese community 
generally. But in the present instance, 
being convineed that the extension of the 
gaol would bring harm to the eominunit 
and would lead to # larze inflax of eriu 
inals into the Colony, and a great incresse 
in crime, we feel compelled to sincerely 
state our views, which, we trust is 
Excellency the Governor ‘may be pleased 
to consider favourably. —We have, &e.

PIECE GOODS.—The few weeks prior to the date of the annual Native settling day are usually devoid of much interest in this trade, 
the demand for immediate requirements has subsided and the dealers are busy arranging theit accounts in the most preventable fornt 
possible. his year the process appears to have st in rather earlier than cvetomary, and dovbtless with much wore sitisfaction to all 
concerned than for years past. Money must have been made by the majority of those engaged in the trade, the rumour that several 
new hongs are to be opened on the resumption of business being sufficient evidence of this, and it can only be hoped that, with the 
introduction of fresh capital, there will be an end to the vexatious system of the long, und deferred, deliveries, that have been the chief 
‘causes of loss to Importers for many years. 


‘The transactions recorded this week are very trifling and are apparently merely to fill positive orders for immediate consumption, 
full rates being paid, but there is not so much disposition to pay up for delivery after the holidays, the dealers preferring to await 
further developments, although from the attitude of Importers there seems fo be very litue prospect oftheir being able to buy then at 
better, or even on the same terms. However, time will show, and as holders will no doubt be anxious to realise on the resumption of 
Dusiness, the natives are possibly calculating on getting in on amore advantageous basis. ‘This certainly seems to be the policy of the 
Tusxaer% men who, so far, have bought much lese than they generally do, the loca steamer. Companys having only a frustion of the 
usual quantity stored ready for the first departures. Ofall the different kinds of goods White Shirtinys seem to-be in the strongest position, 
and even at the big advance that has taken place there is a strong enquiry for them and indents continue to be put through for special 
makes, Karly in the interval there was a good enquiry for Sheetings by the Trexrsix dealers, but the terms for payment. apparently 
‘were not quite satisfactory, although they had agreed to pay full rates. One of the usual auctions was suspended this week, but the 
otliers went faitly satisfactorily, although payment was required before the Native New Year. 

Advices from MaNcnester report a quiet but steady market, with no signs of any giving way in prices. Here and there it has been 
possible to pick up a few odd lots at workable prices, though as a rule quotations for plain goois are 5 to 6 per cent. over this market, 
In Fancy Printed and Dyed Goods the dealers have come up sufficiently in their offers to make a small indent business practicable. 

‘Through the rapacty of the Managers ofthe locl Manufactory here is some trouble brewing about the delivery of the balance 
of the contracts made a few ince at the low rates, and there is likely to be an appeal to the high authorities, ‘The success of the 
undertaking is not very promising if the Managers are permitted to ignore contracts because the market has gone against them ! 

‘Telegraphic orders from Citx¥oo for fair quantities of the best Spinnings of Indian Yarns have had # sustaining influence on the 
market this week and holders have been enabled to obtain full rates, although at the commencement of the interval the advice of 
decline in 'Hoxoxoxe caused rather a weaker feeling here. 






































Grey Shirtings.—8-1-lbs.—At the prices now asked by Importers there is little or no demand and transactions are few and far belween.
